I have been wo ndering, as 1 lo o ked 
aro und me what 1 shall say th at will 
interest yo u mo st. 
Po ssibly, a wo rd 
o r two abo ut the co ncessio n wo uld be 
as interesting to start with as any­ 
thing 
It vis designated the Ameri­ 
can Mines o r the Wunsan Mines o f 
Ko rea and has mines at five different 
po ints, 
the farthest being 35 miles 
fro m here. 
Tabo wie 
is the head 
camp with Taraco l, a mile so uth, the 
two to wns almo st jo ining each o ther. 
Tabo wie is right at the head o f a 
gulch with the mo untains rising 7 00 
feet o n all sides |b u t the so uth. A 
mo untain train 
w ill take yo u o ut at 
the no rth: but it is a perilo us trip, al­ 
mo st perpendicular In places. 
Mr. Crawfo rd bas charge o f the two 
cyanide mills, o ne atJTabo wie and o ne 
at Taraco l, with 14 miles o r o re track 
between and the co o lies o n it, and o f 
the assay o ffice and he is very busy 
early and late. 
We wo ke o ne night to bear the vo ice 
o f a Ko rean in « the bedro o m do o r call­ 
ing the “Puktillah Samguan” to tell 
him so mething was “yo bbery” o r o ut 
o f fix, in tbeJiTabo wie m ill.

first o f the mo nthiat “clean up” time 
I expect Mr. C— when he co mes, that 
is all.

fo r these nativeR.'HFTe bro ught it up

lantern. 
Three o r fo urfKo rean 
o r Chinese 
co o lies, usually part o f each natio nal­ 
ity, draw o r push the car where it is 
necessary. 
In the mills, that part 
co ntaining thelco ncentrates is always 
kept lo cked land they change the lo cks 
o ccasio nally also , fo r the^Ko reans will 
do every way to get at the go ld. 
I live half way » between the two 
camps o n the side hill in a Ko rean 
built ho use o f the better class with 
so me'American impro vements. The 
ho use|is built o f thatching, the walls 
and ro o f with an ado be finish inside 
and o ut. 
The inside is 
papered 
entirely with white paper put o n in 
18 Inch squares. 
By tne way, paper 
hanging is a gentleman’s trade. Yo u 
sho uld have seen the paper baDgers in 
their bro caded silk waistco ats and o dd 
hats. 
We have so me glass windo ws, 
the American impro vement, but all 
the do o rs and so me o f the windo ws 
are the lattice wo rk o f wo o d, like the 
Japanese have, with the paper o ver 
them. One side o f bo th dinio g ro o m 
and sitting ro o m are lattice wo rk. 
It 
seems hard to realize that this paper 
will keep o ut co ld, but§ we Isuffer fro m 
heat rather than co ld, the ho use hav­ 
ing the Ko rean Kahn llo o r, that is a 
do uble flo o r o f cementK$nd sto nes with 
passage ways between leading fro m 
the Kahn o penings back o f the ho use 
to the chimneys, o ne at either side o f 
the fro nt o f the ho use. 
They build a 
wo o d fire in the Kahn o penings, o f 
which there are two , abo ut 12 inches 
square, fo r two ho urs in the mo rning 
and again fo r two 
ho urs at night 
fro m 4 to 6 p. m. and o ur difficulty 
has been in getting the co o lie to build 
small eno ugh fire so we co uld bear 
o ur feet o n the flo o r. All dirt and 
dust o f tbe fire is o ut do o rs and 1 am 
quite in lo ve with it. 
On the flo o rs 
we have co arse wo ven (Ko rean) mats 
4x6 feet laid do wn o verlapping. 
We 
sweep by taking these mats o ut do o rs 
and whipping them. I have 
wide 
do o rways leading into bo th bedro o m 
and dining ro o m with lattice tret 
wo rks o verhead. Our furniture, with 
the exceptio n o f so me rattan chairs, 
is o f native make, either made by tbe 
Ko rean o r Japanese carpenters here 
at the mines, o ur beds having springs 
bro ught fro m the states. Of co urse, 
we lack a great many things, which, 
if we were in the states, wo uld be co n­ 
sidered indispensable; but 
we seem to 
live happily witho ut. 
It is a dread­ 
ful lazy life. 
I have two servants, the house-boy 
who does the inside work, washes and 
irons, etc., and the coolie who tends 
to the Kahn, cuts wood, brings water 


and go es errands, etc 
The ho use bo y 
gets the immense salary o f $l7> (yen) a 
mo nth, o r $7 .50 go ld arid the co o lie 40 
sen o r 20 cems a day 
Tney neither 
eat no r sleep here, b it co me at 5 a. 
m. and leave abo ut 6 p. m. 
We 
bo ard at tbe cho w-ho use, the co mpany 
ho use. 
I go to my m eals o r the bo y 
brings them to me In a cho wbo x car­ 
ried o n his head. 
The difficulty o f 
getting supplies is so great, it was no t 
po ssible to think o f keeping ho use 
this winter and, in fact, 1 do ubt 
if we ever will. 
No w, I am no t suppo sed to do any 
wo rk, fo r that wo uld lo wer my caste, 
and o ne lo ses the respect o f yo ur serv­ 
ants, and, in fact, they wo uldn’t wo rk 
fo r yo u. 
No w, do esn’t this all seem 
very beautiful to read, but it has 
ano ther side to it. 
I kno w yo u can’t imagine what it 
has been to take Ko rean bo ys, o ne 18, 
the o ther 25, and teach them to do 
wo rk as we do it, when neither o ne 
had ever wo rked fo r an American be­ 
fo re, no r understo o d a ’» ingle wo rd o f 
English. It has meant that, I must 
go right aro und with them and sho w 
them what to do and ho w to do it, 
no t o nce, but time a'ter time, fo r they 
have no fo retho ught, o r aftertho ught 
either, o nly to lie and steal. 
I keep 
all clo thing, particularly underwear, 
under lo ck and key. 
I have been quick to pick up the 
Ko rean wo rds necesseary, I suppo se I i 
have so me o ver a hundred no w, so I 
can 
make them understand; 
but 
then, yo u have to go and see if they 
did as yo u to ld them to . 
They dress 
in white, a co urse muslin hand-made 
shirt, pants th at are a study “o n 
the bias,” full at the to p, where a 
strip o f muslin, used as a belt, ho lds 
them up, and small aro und the ankle 
where they fo ld them snugly o ver 
their padded sho e, and if they are 
well o ff, wind co lo red ribbo ns aro und 
them. 
They wear a sandal made o f 
wo ven straw and ro o ts. Their jacket 
and pants, which are padded in win­ 
ter, are made o f a so rt o f paper 
cambric; the I jacket tying in fro nt. 
They wear a variety o f head-gear, 
acco rding to caste, fro m the co o lie 
with his clo th tied aro und his head, 
to the gentleman 
with his fancy 
headgear o f a co arse, wiry material 
similar to crino liD, o ne being made o f 
o iled silk, which be puts o n o ver his 
o ther hat in bad weather, and the 
Ko rean is never witho ut it, fo r be 
prizes his headgear like an American 
lady o n Easter Sunday. * The wo men 
wear the same tro users and fo o t-gear, 
b u t have a kilt plaited skirt o f grass 
clo th with a very wide belt 
j tcket do es no t hardly meet the belt ! 
and the breasts are nearly always ex­ 
po sed. The wo men braid their hair , 
and twist it aro und their faae. 
A man, until he is engaged, wetr* 
his hair in a braid do wn his back, but 
afterwards he shaves the center o f his 
head and draws the hair aro und the 
e ige up to the to p o f his head, where 
he twists it into a “so ngto o ,” with an

A wo man always walks back o f her

It should therefore be impressed up­ 
on our community , that the. hospital 
is not a money making institution, 
neither is it able to receiv e and furnish 
trealroeDt for patients without pro­ 
v ision being made for ibeir board and I 
attendance. 
There are many cases 
where the members of the board hav e 
been most willing and desirous of ad- 
mitliug patients without pay , and they 
hav e in some cases gone much farther 
than good business management would 
warrant in that direction 
They can. 
not, howev er, conduct the hospital 
without a deficit, unless their rules in 
this regard are complied with, and 
they feel sure that a full knowledge 
of the necessities which 
surround 
their business management will lead 
the public to accept cheerfully the 
operation of these rules 
The administration of the hospital 
business Inv olv es much detail which 
requires constant attention and pa­ 
tience on the part of the hospital 
board. 
During the last fiscal y ear, 
the receipts from the v arious collec­ 
tions and sources of income were 
about $8 ,000. The disbursements for 
current ex penses were about the same 
amount, so- that the y ear’s Dusiness 
was transacted without loss. To look 
after the administration of this busi­ 
ness required the personal attention 
of members of the board for many 
hours per week. 
It may not he fully 
known to the public, but there hav e 
been members of this hospital board 
who hav e quietly and unostentatious­ 
ly for sev eral y eats giv en much of 
their personal time and attention to 
the work of the hospital, 
entirely 
without compensation 
Suggestions 
hav e teen made by some 
friends 
of the work that possibly the bus! 
ness might 
be 
better 
conducted j 
if the board were reorganized by the | 
addition of some business men to the 
board, instead of hav ing it constitut­ 
ed entirely of women. 
When one 
looks ov er the record of the institu­ 
tion, it is hardly possible to say , how­ 
ev er, that such change would produce, 
better results. 
The business men 
whose serv ices would be v aluable to 
an institution of this kind, are almost 
Inv ariably men whose time is fully oc­ 
cupied with their other pursuits 
It 
seems doubtful whether men could be 
found to giv e the personal and practi­ 
cal attention to details that has been 
giv en by the board as now constitut­ 
ed. The fact that during the y ears of 
its operation, all bills hav e been paid 
and that no deficit now ex ists, ought 
to furnish 
proof of good practical 
management, which would perhaps be 
not bettered by any charge 
The care of the hospital is in one 
sense largely dependent upon good 
housekeeping. Good hy gienic condi­ 
tions 
are based, first of all, upon 
cleanliness. To the v igilance of our 
“ Woman’s Board’’ is due largely the 
good record of our hospital in this re­ 
gard. Much patience and watchful 
ness must be ex ercised to keep rooms 
and clothing and bedding In good- 
order. It would be hard to find better 
superv isors of this class of work than 
some of the members of the present 
board. 
Better possibly , to retain the 
efficiency of the ladles in this regard, 
than to lake chances on a change. 
All good citizens desire to see this 
institution successful and prosperous, 
and wish It to continue up to its full 
possibility of usefulness. 
Any pro­ 
posed changes should be thoroughly 
demonstrated before action is taken 
thereon. 
There hav e been suggestions made 
with considerable reasonableness that 
an addition should be built to the hos­ 
pital for special uses in connection 
with surgical work. 
It is doubtless 
true tha t the hospital is at times 
crowded, and that larger space would 
add much to the conv enience of the 
work. To build such 'an addition to 
the hospital would require an ex pendi­ 
ture of sev eral thousand dollars. It 
does not seem at present possible to 
incur this ex penditure from the pres­ 
ent resources of the hoard, and y et it 
would be in line with the increased 
growth of our population if the ad- 
ditiy n could be built and equipped for 
use. 
Possibly here is an opening for some 
public-spirited friend to suggest a 
method by which this addition can be 
built without encroaching upon the 
limited means of 
the 
institution. 
There are some demands on the nurses 
of those charitably inclined In these 
day s, that might call for question as 
to their true title to genuine benev ­ 
olence, but as to hMpital work all 
agree that it partakes of the most es­ 
sential element of true and genuine 
charity . 
It was a day to be remembered with 
gratitude when the foundation was 
laid for our hospital. It should now 
be remembered by ev ery one that the 
hospital still needs the good will and 
support of all, and th« t those who aid 
without compensation to look after its 
conduct and care are doing good and 
faithful work. In conclusion, I will 
say that this article Is written by a 
business man of Dix oQi who has occa­ 
sion to become familiar with the 
financial management of the hospital 
and who desirw *^he welfare of this 
useful and benev olent Institution.
